Press Comments on the China Japan 
Treaty— The New Triple 
Alliance. 

London, April '22.— The Paris car and 
omnibus employes who are out on strike at- 
tacked an omnibus this evening. The 
polioo oharged with drawn swords, wound- 
ed two and arrestee! aeventeen. 

The Central News correspondent in Tokio 
nays that Slto Miyoji has been appointed 
apecial envoy to China for tho purpose of 
exchanging tho ratifications. The Japanoeo 
legation hero has not boon informed of any 
joint action oontomplated by tho European 
powera. It Is denied by tho officials that 
Groat Britain ia negotiating independently 
with Japan for commercial advantages. 

Tho Nord DautBoho Altgom3ino Zeltuog 
oays that Germany never had any idea of 
abstaining from intervention in the East. 
Throughout the war Bho has beou fully alive 
to tho groat danger that might ariae for 
Europe, both politically and commercially, aa 
a roault of the new order of things in Asia, 

The Cz»r has rejected tho petition of seven 
journalists and literary men In favor of 
modification of tho press lawa. A commla 
sion, oonBiating of tho miniatera of juatico 
and the interior and the procurator of the 
holy synod, to which the document waa re- 
ferred, reported advoraely upon it, pointing 
oat that the presenting of collective petitions 
la legally prohibited, and that the presa laws 
are not antiquated, but have boen rcpoatedly 
amended. 

A semi-official communication to tho 
Hamburger correspondent saya that Ger- 
many desires to see tho treaty of peaco 
modified wherever it tonds to give Japan 
commercial advantages over other countrlea 
in China. Germany is aaid to bo little in- 
tereated in political and strategical consider- 
ations, oven where they take the form of 
territorial aggrandisement, and to be willing 
to leave action in those matters to tho othor 
powers. 

The Cologne Gazette says that the Chinese 
loan of 30,000,000 marks at 6 per cent., 
which has boen conoluded with a syndicate 
of German bankers is merely a provisional 
transaction which waa arranged aome time 
ago by tho viceroy of Nonkin. The Chin- 
ese government has opened negotiations for 
an indemnity loan of £25,000.000 sterling 
with a syndicate of British, German and 
French bankers.

Mr. George A. Reefer, C.E., of Smith & 
Keefer, has returned from the Kootenay 
oountry where ho has boon in connection 
with the Kootenay reclamation works. In 
regard to the trouble with the Indians at 
the works Mr. Keofer says that whon he 
camo away everything was quiet, and he 
did not anticipate any further difficulty pro- 
vided a oonstable was stationed at tho Bpot. 

For a long time the Colville Indians had 
boon claiming that the lino of the reclama- 
tion works ran through land ownod by 
them, though their reservation was really 
aorosa the river. They would waylay the 
men oaoaslonally ond threaten them, and it 
waa very unpleasant for a man to suddenly 
find himself confronted by an angry 
Indian armed with a Winchester. Finally 
the Indians becamo bolder and even pitched 
their tepeos on the lino of tho dyke, to try 
and stop the work. In all there wore about 
fifteen young buoks who seemod inclined to 
make a fuss and did not appear to bo will- 
ing to be controlled by the old ohiefs. The 
ohlefa on tho reservation aro all well affected 
towards the Inprovemont company, and it la 
only a few young fellowa of a roving disposi- 
tion who have mado trouble, which was 
brought to a head by an Indian attaoklng 
with a olub a teamster of the company. Tho 
latter stopped his horses and jumping from 
his wagon proooodod to retaliate on tho 
Slwaeh. Then n number of Indiana tumbled 
out of their topees, all ready to fight, 
and a couple wont to the help of their com- 
panion ; another whito man wont to tho aid 
of tho teamater and for a while tho fivo com- 
batants were so mixed up that it would havo 
been hard to pick them out. However, tho 
combatants wore parted and quiet realorod. 
Thla was tho troublo thot decided tho com- 
pany to ask for protootion for thoir mon. 
Next day a Slwash, mounted and with a 
Winchester, " threw his gun down" on one 
of tho workmon. Ho mado a slight mistako, 
howovor, for tho whito man was an old hand 
with Indians and shoved a six Bhooter under 
tho Siwaah'a noso ao quickly that tho red 
man lost hia appotito for warforo and backod 
down with groat alacrity.

JAPANESE PROCLAMATION. 

The Emperor Pays Ills Tribute to the Loyalty 
and Devotion of the Nation. 

London, April 22.— The Central Newa 
oorreipondont in Tokio telegraphs a Bum 
mary of an Imperial proclamation iesued to 
day. The Emperor aaya ho is oonvlnood 
that the peace oonoluded at Shlmonokoai 
will promoto the national proBperity whioh 
has ever been his highest aim. The glorious 
result of tho war has been achieved by the 
harmonious efforts of the whole cation. 
Tho ministers, army, navy and the 
people's ' representatives In tho diet 
had done everything In their power 
to make Japan strong and ready 
to roalize the Emperor's aspirations. 
They had omitted noth ng In perfecting the 
plans of national defence. The soldiers and 
sailors of the empire had won everlasting 
glory by their behavior abroad. Thsy had 
advanced and fought, unmindful of winter) 
of bitter cold and summers of blazing heat 
and thoy had triumphed everywhoro. Thoy 
had earned a world-wide repntation for dis- 
cipline and humanity. No prize was too 
high for thoir loyalty and valor. 

Muuh remained to bo dono in the march 
towards a higher civilization. It was to be 
hopod that tho loyal subjects of tho empire 
would realize this and would guard agalnBt 
thedanger8of vanity andoonceit. Thoyahould 
cultivate a spirit of modesty and humility 
and strive to perfeot their military defences, 
although without going to the oxtremoi of 
national armament. They should promote 
education, seek to know tho refinements, 
but not the effeminacy of life. Tho Em 
psror rebukes sharply those who In the In- 
toxication of viotory seem inolined to Insult 
friendly powers and complicate the empire's 
foreign relations. 

Now tho breaohos of faith had boon re- 
pented, tho exchange of the treaty ratifica- 
tions should inaugurate a period of forgive- 
noss and friendship ; every endoavor should 
ba mado to live in poaoa and goodwill with 
tho nations of the oarth. The Emperor 
olosos the proclamation with tho statement 
that strict obedionco to his wishes aa indi- 
cated in this document will bo oxaoted from 
all his subjects.

A Good Deal of Cnmnlative Evidence 
Being* Kept Back hy the 
Prosecution.

One of the Pastor's Shoes Stained With 
Blood— An lusaue Synipa- 
thizer. 



San Fbanoisco, April 22.— District At 
tome/ Barnes, in the preliminary examina 
tion of Theodore Durrant for the murder of 
Minnie Williams before Judge Conian this 
morning, stated that the prosecution would 
pub twenty-eight witnesses on the stand, 
several of whom had not testified at the in- 
q lest, and that the examination would last 
at loast throo days, probably more. The 
prosocution are keoping btiok a groat deal of 
cumulative evidenoe. The defence, it is 
stated, will dieputo that the purse found in 
Durrant's overcoat belonged to the deceased, 
but the prosecution says 'the evidence on 
this point is overwhelmingly in their favor. 
A biker named Young, of Alameda, will 
testify that the uolluloid tablet found in the 
purso was givec by him to MisB Williams on 
the day she met her death. 

The tostii»o'<y this morning did not 
materially dill":." from that given at the in 
quest. When i he name of A. E. Williams, 
the dead girl's father, was called, a sensa 
tioual incident) occurred. A handsome and 
well-dressed yout>g woman who had beon 
standing all mi ruing on the edge of the 
crowd bjhincl Durrant, stepped up to the 
witness plat'orm and said : "I shall rofuao 
to eay a word until I havo spoken to this 
defondant." Judgu OoDlan ordered her to 
step down, but ahu rtfuuod and exclaimed : 
" I doolaro this man ireo." As the bailiff 
took her in hand, sho uaid : " No ono shall 
touch mo until I have spakon to this man." 
The woman had evidently beoome insane 
from brooding over the murders. 

Snugly lucked away amcng the exhibits 
in the Williams and Lament murder oases, 
in the office of the chief of polioe, is a shoe 
that had on its sola several dark spots of 
sanguinary hue. The police believe it is the 
blood of Marian Williams that made thoso 
dark stains ; that the murderer, while fiend- 
ishly stabbing her tender flesh, stepped into 
splashes of blood on the floor. The shoe 
was fouad by the police in their soaroh of 
Emmanuel Baptist church while hunting for 
dues, and not until to-night did they admit 
that the shoe was in their possession. 

The shoe belongs to Rev. J. George Gib- 
son, pastor of the church. In his study, 
which is located in the church building, tne 
pastor had a pair of slippers and two pairs 
of shoes. When the police searched the 
place thoy found one Bhoo mlaaing. Thty 
looked for and found in. The dark staino 
on the sole attracted their attention, and 
they quietly took it to the chief's office for 
export exanvnition. The finding of this 
shoe does not necessarily implicate the pas- 
tor, for the murderer of the two girls was 
one familiar with tho church aud must have 
known the Bhoos were there. It is possible 
that he pub on tho sIiobs, after poor Marian 
was unoonsoious, to camploto hia murdorouB 
work.

Ceremonies Attendant on the Installation of 
the first Commoner of England. 

London, April 22.— The Bouse of Com- 
mons, which stood adjourned over the Easter 
recess, resumed its sittings to-day. Speaker 
elect Gully took tho ohair; but almost im- 
mediately afterwards the usher of the blaok 
rod appeared in the house and summoned 
him before the House of Lords. The 
speaker, acoompanied by the sergeant at 
arms, and a majority of the members of thn 
house proceeded to the bar of the House of 
Lords. Lord Horsoboll, Lord High Chan- 
cellor and Lords Kimceriey, Spencer, Car- 
rington and Kensington constituting a royal 
commission ocoupied seats in front of tho 
throne, which was uncovered. Lord Herschell, 
bowing to the now Speaker, said : " Her 
Majeflty has most fully approved and con- 
firmed your appointment." Speaker Gully 
replied : " I submit myself to Her Majesty's 
most gracious will and pleasure." 

Then followed an exchange of salutations, 
tho Speaker and his party bowing to the 
Royal Commission and theaeaombled Lords, 
who dignifiedly roturnod the aa'.ute. Tho 
Speaker and members of the house thon 
wlthdrow. Upon his return to tho Commons 
the Speaker retired to- bla private rooms, 
vth're ho donned his roba of oflico and 
fnll-buttonod wig, before ro-appear- 
ing in the houae. Mr. Gully took 
the Speaker's ohair, and in a brief Bpeech 
Bald that as Her Majesty had signified her 
approval of the cholco of himself to fill the 
office of Speaker ho took this opportunity to 
repeat hia acknowledgments to the House of 
tho honor done him. 

Sir William Harcourt announced that tho 
Qaeon had approved the petition of tht 
House that Her Mujesty confer a mark of 
royal favor upon ex Speaker Peel, and gavo 
notice of his intontion to introduce a motion 
on tho subject.

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"OUR FOREST WEALTH." 

Tho people of Canada have boon waging 
war on their forests for moro than two hun- 
dred yoars. Thoy have boon moat improvi- 
dent with regard to their foroBt wealth. 
For a long time tho trees of the forest wero 
looked upon by tho settlers as very little 
better than enoumbranoes which had to be 
removod before the land oooJd be made fit 
for cultivation. There* was no talk in tho 
early dayB of Baving tho wood. Somo of It, 
and comparatively a small quantity, was 
cub and droesed or sawn for timber and lum- 
ber, but by far the greater quantity was de- 
stroyed by fire. The fire consumed the 
trees that were out down by the settler and 
the tiro destroyed millions of acres of tlm- 
bor on land in the vicinity of 
the aottlements. The great ambition 
of the settler was to dear ■ his 
farm, and in doing this ho thought little of 
the damage he might do to the timber grow- 
ing in the vast aroa of unbrokon forest by 
whloh he and his noighbors were surround- 
ed. Ha could not be made to bolievo that 
eithorheor his ohildren would ever aee the 
day thab tho wanton waste of timber whioh 
was bhon going on would be deeply regret- 
ted, and that wood for fuel and for building 
purposes would be soaroe over any part of 
the then forest-covered area of this conti- 
nent. Bub this has alroady como to pass. 
In many parts of Eastern Canada timber is 
hard to bo obtained, and the people and the 
Government of Canada are trying to find 
some way of preserving the forests that are 
still standing in tho country. 

Mr. George Johnson, Dominion Statisti- 
cian, has boon taking stock of 
tho " Forest Wealth of Canada" 
»nd tho results of his inquiries and 
calculations are contained in a blue book 
just issuod by the Government. This Is the 
scope of his inquiries : "1. What timber 
have we, and what is it like as to size and 
varieties? 2. How fast is it going? 3. 
What means are used to replenish it ? 4. 
How long will tho supply last ? " 

Tho forest wealth which Canada had to 
start with was literally immonso, " Thoro 
was originally," Mr. Johnson says, " in 
EaBtorn Canada one unbrokon forest from 
Nova Scotia to the Liko of the Woods, a 
disbanco of 2,000 miles, and covering an 
aroa of 315, million acres. In 1642 Montreal 
was foundod and a practical beginning was 
mado in settling tho country. But tho 
2,000 eottlors thoro wero in tho region oould 
do but little to donudo tho land of its foroat 
except by moans of fire, tho most potont in- 
strument of destruction. For 250 years tho 
aro and tho torch have boon making inroads 
upon this vast forest. Tho comma 
of 1891 shows that we have out 
out from this forest area 30 million acres 
of land for agricultural purposos. Possibly 
in 20 million other acros work has boon 
done to roduoo this particular urea to a low 
poroontago of foroat trees. Tho remainder 
la undor forost. But a largo proportion of 
tho remainder has been ' dovilod ' by tho 
lumberman seeking for merchantable tim- 
ber." 

Out of the original stock in tho Kast of 
315 million acros, 30 million ucroa have 
boon complotoly cleared ; 20 million stripped 
of the last of ita timber, leaving a balance 
of 2C5 million acres, much of which 
has boon oullod by tho lumbermen, 
Acoordlng to Mr. Johnson's estimate, uftor 
making various doduotlons, thoro aro 
150 million acres of forest land lefb in Kast- 
orn Canada. This loaves 44 por conb. of its 
aroa still undor foroat. 

Tho wooded aroa of British Columbia, wo 
find, is 285,554 square miles, This is 182,- 
754,500 aoros. If, thon, wo muko very 
largo doduotlons from this immonso aroa 
thoro will still bo loft us muoh available for- 
est land in British Columbia aa thoro ie in 
EaBtorn Canada. Tho very largo propor- 
tion of 74 09 por cont. of tho surfaoo of this 
Province is, acoordlng to Mr. Johnson, cov- 
erod with forost. "Tho wooded area " (of 
British Columbia), ho says in a note, " is 



estimated from the mapa'and reports of the 
Geologloal Survey and the Department of 
the Interior. In the central plateau of 
agricultural lands what wood is found Is 
ohiefly poplar, etc, of little value." Ib is, 
according to Mr. Johnson's own account, a 
little hard to toll In these daya what woods 
aro really of little value. Wood that was a 
few yoars ago looked upon as almost worth- 
less is now in somo plaoes in groat request 
as matorial for makiug pulp from whioh a 
very largo proportion of tho papor used in 
many industries Is mado. 

According to an artiolo written by Mr. 
Gosnoll, tho Parliamentary Librarian of this 
Province, for which Mr. Johnson has found 
a plaoa in his roport, " Ib is estimated thab 
there are over 100,000,000,000 feet of good 
timber in sight, and that the present saw 
mills running fully omployod and making 
an average output, would take between ono 
hundred ond fifty and two hundred years to 
exhaust the present Bupply." Thore is, of 
course, a large element of conjecture in 
these estimates ; bub thoro can be no doubt 
that British Columbia possessos immense 
foroat wealth, and it will bo the fault of Its 
inhabitants if it does not make good use of 
that wealth. There is nothing surer than 
that timber In tho course of tho next half 
century will incroaso greatly in value. At 
its present rato of consumption tho United 
Statos timber supply will bo exhausted in a 
fow years comparatively, and then tho im- 
mense population of tho Uultod Statos will 
havo to look to British Columbia for its 
supply of tlmbor. It behooves British 
Columbians, thorofore, to bo oareful of their 
foroatB. Thoy aro now of great valuo to its 
population, and will be of still groator valuo 
in a few yoars. To wasto tho forest is to 
destroy the most valuablo part of thoir 
children's inheritance. 



MAIL ACCOMMODATION. 

Cariboo is bocomlng once more tho thoa 
tre of mining aotlvity. Important under 
takings have been commenced there and it 
haB received large accessions to Its popula 
tion. Tho movement is certain to continue 
and the business importance of tho district 
to increase, Ono of tho pressing needs of 
Cariboo already is moro and bettor mall 
communication. The Government should 
rathor anticipate tho needs of so promising a 
district than wait to bo importunod to give 
it the postal oonvonlenoes it requires and 
whioh aro essential to Its proper and speody 
development. Tho mails go to Barkervillo 
only once a week ; the accommodation 
should bo doubled at once, and oven then, 
we believe, semi-wcokly mails, will not in a 
very ahort time bo found sufficient for the 
needs of tho district. 

Ib musb bo remembored that gold mining 
development is different from almost every 
other kind of development. When Ib once 
becomos active it increases at a wondorfully 
rapid rate. A mining district which has a 
population of one thousand to-day may in 
twelve months timo require the postal and 
other conveniences of a population of twenty 
or thirty thousand, and if tho authorities do 
noc incroaae the postal aooommodation In 
proportion to the development while it is 
going on very great inconvenience will be 
felt, and it may bo much loss sustuined. It 
is to be hoped thot the Postmaster-General 
will keep his eyo on Cariboo and nob allow 
ib to suffer for want of mail facilities. 



TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THINQ. 

Ib It not poBBible to have too many lawB ? 
There was a time when thoso to whom the 
making of lawa was entrusted believed that 
they could regulate tho lives of men, women 
and ohildron by Btabuto law. Laws woro 
mado for almost every conceivable purpose, 
and for purpoeos whloh, in these days, aro 
hardly conceivable But people grow tired 
of luwa onaotod, with good intentions, no 
doubb, but which wero found to intorforo un- 
duly with personal liberty and tho discretion 
whioh sensible and law-abiding peoplo con- 
sidered thoy had a perfect right to exorclao. 
Many of them were openly dis- 
obeyed, and others, through disuse, 
grew obsolete. A Bohool of legislators 
arose whioh hold thab tho laws, instoad of 
bolng as many as possible as they had boon 
up to thab timo, should ba as few as possi- 
ble. It wub found that whon tho laws woro 
fewer, when a wido latitude was loft to indi 
vidual discretion In personal mattore and 
mattors relating to families, tho wheels of 
socioty ran as smoothly and people on tho 
wholo wero as moral as thoy woro when tho 
law was perpetually interfering, 

Thoro appoure to bo a disposition in thoso 
days to go back to tho old fashion of at- 
tempting to rogulato people's lives and tho 
government of their households by laws on 
aotod by tho legislature, Pooplo appear to 
havo forgotten thut this kind of thing had 
boon triod boforo by our forofathors on both 
side-i of tho Atlantic and had boon found to 
do harm rathor than good. Tho proposod 
law to punish ohildron or rathor youths for 
being on tho stroots aftor nine o'olook at 
night appoars to us to bo of she samo olaaa 
as the moddlosomo laws whloh our foro 
fathors found to bo irksomo and vexatious as 
woll us inoflootivo. 

Wo bolievo, if propor inquiry woro mado, 
that tho heads of families In this city aro 
oaroful that thoir ohildron shall bo at homo 
in good timo. It Booms to us that Buoh 
household rulos aro vory woll observed in 
Victoria. Thoro aro vory fow children on 
tho streets Into at night, and tho boys and 
girls, as far aa our observation has gono, aro 
vory woll behaved both by day and by night, 
Wo havo no doubt thoro aro horo, as woll as 
in ovory other town, a fow unruly young 
people who Btay out too luto at night ; but 
wo bollovo a way oan bo found to ouro 
them of tho bad habitB thoy have contracted 
without making a law that will affect ovory 
household in tho city. 

We beliovo that a boy should not bo aub- 
joot to arrest unless ho had comtnittod an 
offonco whioh all regard as seriouB, and ovon 
thon tho loss publicity glvon to his oflonco— 



first or seoond— the better ; and the idea of 
ordering the indiscriminate arrest of girls 
who may happen to bo late on the street is 
something too repulsive to be entertained. 
But whon boys and girls who are really not 
vioious oan bo arrested by any policeman or 
any ofiiolous meddlesome citizen for no 
groator offence than bolng on tho etroet 
after nine o'olock at night — whioh la hardly 
after dark in this latitude iu tho summor 
months — they will soon become demoralized 
and care very little about the law and its 
oflicors. If a law woro enaotod to punish 
tho parents and guardians of ohildron who 
had become vagrant and had mado thorn- 
solves troublesome on tho streets, it might 
havo a good effect. But to urrest the child- 
ren and to havo them dragged before the 
Police Magistrate for bo Blight an offeuco as 
being on tho streets after dark, cannot, wo 
think, have any other than a mlaohlevous 
effect on tho young people. 

We havo two objootions to tho adoption 
of the Stillwater law by this oity. Tho first 
Is, it is not required ; and the seoond is, it 
would havo a misohiovous tffeat, and do 
moro harm than good, if it were enaoted. 

OPPOSITION WHIST LIS 0. 

Tho Times is doing its bost to keep up the 
courage of tho Grits. Ib evidently believes 
that In order to keep them in line it must 
assure thorn of success in the next olection. 
Thoir faith is altogether too woak to faco 
tho prospoot of defoat. Our contemporary, 
thorofore, strains Its ingonuity to koop up 
tho delusion among them that tho Grits aro 
going to win. It trios vory hard to gob somo 
oomfort oub of tho Manitoba school question, 
bub ib can hardly bo ao vory atupid as 
nob to soo that tho Grits from their 
leader downwarda aro completely at a loss 
what to say or do about that ques ion. 
Thoir clumsy and disingenuous attempts to 
shirk lb are gaining for thorn the contempt 
of mon of both sidos. Thoy aro evidently 
at their wits' ond what to do in tho matter. 
If thoy Btay muoh longer whoro they aro 
they will cut such a sorry figure as to bo 
tho laughing stock of tho manly men of tho 
wholo Dominion. If tho truth were known 
we venture to say lb would bo found that 
tho Manitoba school question is giving tho 
Opposition muoh moro uneasiness than 
it is giving tho Governmeut. 

The organ tries hard to gat a few crumbs 
of oomfort from dissensions among the mem- 
bers of tho Government. The dissonsions 
aro its own invention. It doos not produce 
a particle of evidonco in favor of their ex- 
istence. There is far moro roason to believe 
that there are dissonsions among tho mem- 
bers of the Opposition. Thero aro no doubt 
mon among thorn who, like Mr. John Grant 
and Mr. Bostook, cannot swallow ovon Mr. 
Laurier'a froo trade pill ontiro.to say nothing 
of tho far bigger and uglier one whioh Sir 
Riohard Cartwright insists upon their swal- 
lowing. 

Then aro thore no differences among them 
about tho Manitoba school question ? Tho 
now membarB, Messrs, Geoffrion and Mo 
Isaao, fresh from tho polls whero they ut 
tered suoh earnest professions of sympathy 
with the Manitoba minority and made such 
loud demands for immediato action on the 
parb of tho Government, cannot afford to 
tolerato Mr. Laurlor's shilly-shallying much 
longer; and Mr. Charlton, Mr. Paterson, Mr, 
Davies and many others from Ontario and 
tho Maritime Provlnoea aro trembling in 
thoir shoes lest Mr. Laurior may bo forced 
by hiB impatient compatriots to oome off the 
fenco. 

Tho Opposition aro oertalnly not a happy 
family. Tho language usod by tho organ, 
with bub a slight alteration, wo aro con 
vincod, graphically describes tho present con, 
dltion of its members. "Tho" Opposition "is 
seriously handicapped by dissensions among 
its members and is face to faoo with this 
sohool question, that Is euro to bring it 
troublo from somo source."

She had had six of hor 
canoes damaged in hoavy weather and had 
put into Sitka for repairs, intending per- 
haps to remain thero until enabled by law 
to hunt in Bihring eea, The echoonor for- 
tunately mado a oat eh of 96 skins oarly in 
tho season, but the one skin represents hor 
work for over a mcnth past. Capt. Gould 
speaks of meotlng but one scaler on hia 
voyage, tho Beatrice, which waa spoken on 
March 1(5 off Cape Cock, with 71 Bkins, 
Tho letter mentions tho arrival at Sitka of 
two supposed dosorters from the sohoonor 
Shelby, who claimed tnat they had loat thoir 
vessel after she hud secured 117 skins.

To the Editor: — I do not know that 
there la anything in Dr. Helmoken'a letter 
of Sunday morniog that Leeds uuy replj 
from me, save the point whore ho etui lnrp' 
upon tho thomo that tho oo-callod Roforu.od 
Episcopal ohuroh was oatabliahed aa an Binti- 
ritunlistla or below z to Cliurch of Eiyland. 
Tho opinion he expreBBaa with regurd to "a 
reverend gentleman who «ota tho use ' f 
other'a pulpit by oourtcaj," that "it man 
understood duty that he will not proaoh any- 
thing unpleasant to the leader in tho oongru- 
gation" certainly has a grain of satire about 
It, and I oan hardly imagine the wriler be- 
ing serious when ha wrote It, JNo doub: we 
all like to have unouth things aaid to us, 
and love to listen to dulcet elo- 
quenco as of "a lovely song of 
one that hath a pleasant voice, and 
oan play well on an Instrument." But are 
wo sent for that purpose ? Bat, adds Dr. 
Hclmoken, '* partiouUrly of a partizan 
oharaoter.'' This may, or may not, bo true 
with regard to a parish ohuroh, but it oor 
talnly is not true regarding a cathedral, 
where all viows considered Bound within the 
limitB of tho Church oE England should find 
expression. I am nob a ritualist), but 
whother Dr. Helmoken oorreot.Iy defines 
ritualism as "a littlo ornamentation or a 
aonBUoua, meBmorizing church aorvlce " with 
doctrines of " sacerdotalism, of submission 
to tho priest, of tho negation of 
roliglous freodom of inquiry — of whioh tho 
ceremonies aro symbolical," or whother ho 
is guilty of a spiteful oarioaturo of ritualism, 
1b to mo at preuenb beside tho mark. This 
muohlmay aay, that I for one dare not bo 
speak of that form of religious worship hold 
with tho greatest tenaoity by hundreds of 
thouBandu of tho moBt learned, devout, self 
sacrificing and profoundly loyal and oarneBt 
servants of our oommon Master. All that 1 
am now oonoerned with ia to show that the 
title " Reformed Episcopal" is a misnomer 
and is utterly misleading, and whon Itudver 
tisea itsolf aB tho " Evangolioal Church of 
England " it Is sailing under a 
false flig, which I think is not 
honorable. Ib is noithec tlie Church 
of England, nor is ib oven in communion 
with tho Church of England ; but is merely 
the residuum of a quarrel between tho late 
biahop and hia dean. I have always looked 
upon it as one of tho most ourious psycho- 
logical phenomena that Bishop Cridgc 
should bo under the hallucination of sup- 
posing himself a low churchman, when In 
fact he is such a mediaovalist as to first 
thundor out anathomaa and excommuni- 
cations against hia bishop, and then 
travel six thousand miloa to oarry tho 
potentials of apostolic succession to found 
an cxcisional (the Doctor objects to the word 
Bchismatical) ohuroh in England ! No doubt 
this was a.Btroke of goniua. Now tho mod 
ern theory of genius is that it is a form of 
madness, and consequently it is only those 
who have a touch of mania that aro able to 
appreciate those aberrations of luminosity 
that cause so much sensuous delight in lof-y 
minds. I am free to own that my own 
mind runs ao muoh upon tho common level 
that were I called upon to dooide 
whioh wore the high ohurohman in the 
moBt unhappy dispute, I should without 
hesitation say Daan Cridgo. The oonfliot 
was simply one batwoen two men of iron 
will. There are many suoh men who think 
it their duty never to givo in to mortal men. 
Suoh men are not without their ubs in a 
newly explored country which has hitherto 
been held in possession by savages of a low 
and barbiroua typa. Bub whon Greek moots 
Greek tho oonfliot is likely to bo severe, and 
the viotor will be the ono whom the civil 
sword supports. Thab Bishop Hills was 
armed with groator power from the state 
than thab which lc awarded to bishops In 
England admits of no dispute. That this 
power was overstrained to ohrush a weaker 
foe, I think tow will call in question. Yet 
one word of apology from Daan Crldge 
would have averted the whole conflict. But 
thab ono word was juat what the man of 
iron will would nob yiold, though it would 
havo been of infinlto bleafling to the whole 
Anglican church in Britiah Columbia. I 
write in no unfriendly spirit: to Biahop 
Uridgo. If, as Dr. Heimoken says, I have 
like a doctor cauterized a soro, I have done 
ao, like adootor,not with the view of irritat- 
ing, but with that of healing it. 1 would 
above all things like to sea the dear old man 
back again in the church. I havo always 
been bis friend, and stood by him 
muoh to my own hindrance. I novor ap- 
proved of the treatment ho rocoived at tho 
hands of the Bishop and tho robbing him of 
his tomporalitisa. I viewed it at tho time, as 
I do now, aa an act of almost unparalleled 
oruolty In modern churoh history. He 
should have been treated aa an erring 
brothor who had done a great and good 
work under very trying circumstances. I 
thought at tho time, us I still think, that 
tho treatment he received will romain a blot 
upon tho oscutcheon of tho first bishop of 
British Columbia, and will remain 
long after the present aotors are 
moved from tho etage. Bub the blot is 
only as a spot on tho surface of tho eun, of 
ono who »«» otherwise a good, and I might 
almost say a great man— a man tho like of 
whicli we are nob likely to see again in 
British Columbia; a man, aolf-eacrificing 
and earnest, who would havo adorned uny 
bishopric in England. Aa to tho fine 
pororation with whioh Dr. Holmukon con 
eludes hia lotter, as to God being heard in 
mess-room, presbyteries, cathedral, or any 
othor part of tho earth, who over donied it? 
But what I do aBsort, and what I think fow 
will bo bold enough to dony, is that a church 
rent into factions is not the church that oui: 
Lord bad in his mind whon ho prayed, 
" That they all may bo ono as Thou, Fathor, 
art In Mo, and I in Thee, that they also may 
bo ono in Ua ; that the world may boliovo 
that Thou has sonb Mo." And also when ho 
gave tho oloventh commandment, " That yo 
lovo ono another, as I havo loved you "

plea that ib was nob legal, I think it Bhoukl 
be mado known why (partly) the meet- 
ing waa nob well attended, also that any 
attempt to overrule a well expressed wiBh 
of the members, after duo notlco, In proper 
form and aocording to tho constitution, will 
be met with determined opposition by a 
large proportion of the members. Frlday'e 
mooting waa not well attended for, amongat 
othera, the following reaBons : The notice 
of meeting was too short.

Now, whore were tho 
membors who favored tho monthly meet- 
ings? I, as Che mover, am aooounted for, 
Mr J. Pioroy, the seconder, is on his Way 
to England. Mr. Brownleo is on the Main- 
land ; besides these Messrs. E»rle and 
Prior are at Ottawa, and many othor morn, 
bers were out of town. 

Bub, sir, I ihlnk thab tbo " faithful few " 
wore nob quite pleased because the monthly 
meotingB proposal oarried and wish 
to mako this on excuse for having 
It altered. They know that In future 
many little things that previously came up 
ab the meeting of the council and wore there 
dealt with because of the lapse of time be- 
tween the board meetings, will be dealt 
with at thoso monthly mootinga. The 
general body of the members desired tho 
ohango and voted for It without aBklng, and 
wo must aBk tho " faithful few " to kindly, 
considerately and indulgently let it stand as 
it la. It waa done decently and in order 
and " on tho equate "1 I havo just ono littlo 
rod in picklo for the " faithful fow." Many 
of them are mombors of tho council, I be- 
lieve. Well, at tho last meeting a certain 
petition — that petition and its history may 
form a very Interesting question of debate 
at tho next meoting, especially ub to how ic 
waa got up — was referred to the council — 
tho " faithful few " — and a fow othera aa 
committee to report. A mooting of tho 
council, or " faithful fow," was called, and 
lo ! and behold, juat one, only one, of tt 
faithful turnod up.

tfcOught to Invito Inspection and Convoy 
an Air or Welcome. 

Tho importance) of the hall is recog- 
nized. It tends to bo nu index of tho 
Whole honao, and it should, however 
small, have an air of comfort Articles 
should bo thoro displayed to invito in- 
spection and to convoy gonorally an air 
of wolconio. In largo housos, espooially 
thoso in tho country, tho hall makes one 
of tho pleasautost lounges. Thero is an 
air of freedom in a comfortably furnish- 
ed hall which no other part of tho house 
possesses. 

Most halls, oven tho smallest — indood 
when they aro littlo more than a passage 
— may bo made to look cozy. A dark 
Btaiuod floor, with a suitablo oriental 
rug; a well covered wall paper, with tho 
addition of a curtain at some convenient 
point; a small table and umbrella stand 
combined, a chair, a fow prints on tho 
walls and a rail for hats and coats put 
around a cornor or in a oupboard out of 
sight if possiblo, for it is boyond tho 
powor of man to givo any artistio effect

to the ordinarily loaded hat and coat 
stand, will bo found a great advance 
upon tho usual oilcloth and cocoanut 
mat and tho choorloss looking varnish- 
ed marblo paper, which still obtain in 
many of tho smaller houses, says Decora, 
tor and Furnisher, which illustrates a 
combination tablo and hat stand that af- 
fords a pleasing substitute in narrow 
halls for tho moro pretentious and tow- 
ering hatrack. 

Whero spaco permits tho addition of 
a few pieces of furnituro, such as a tall 
clock or oak buffet, a china cabinot or 
bookcase, a fow chairs, etc, should bo 
introduced. In tho larger halls, with 
galleries and passages oponing out of 
them, whero light is abundant, tho 
wholo should bo drawn togothor by koop- 
ing all details of much ono dopth or 
tone of color, and tho colors thomsolvos 
limited in numbor. 

In dark halls a yellow papor would 
assist in giving light, and tho coi lings 
should bo light. If panoled with mold- 
ings, it is a great improvomont. 

It is seldom but a curtain of some kind 
can bo introduced, and it is always of 
tho groatost assistanco in softoning tho 
othorwiso hard lines of tho architectural 
details. Anything, in fact, that will 
soften outlines and givo a fow shadows 
may and should bo introduced, such as 
palms, ferns, or ovon porcolain jars, 
with a few dried grassos or roods. In a 
largo hall a screen near tho firoplaco is 
almost a necessity. Too much attention 
cannot bo paid to apparently trifling de- 
tails, such as lighting up a dark corner 
with, for instance, a bust, a liguro or 
a light porcolain vaso, or tho judicious 
prominonco boing given to somo partic- 
ular pieco of furnituro, or tho placing 
of a picturo on an oasol in front of somo 
pioco of drapery, says tho authority 
quotod, In fact, lot tho docorator do his 
work over so woll, tho general good of- 
foct may bo lost, to a largo oxtont, by 
want of tasto and purpose in the dis- 
posal of tho furnituro by thoso who corno 
after him. 

A Receptacle For Veils. 
A protty littlo box for veils may bo 
mado of heavy water color papor. It 
will bo found much bettor than a caso, 
siuco tho veils need not bo foldod so

tightly as to crush them. To mako tho 
box take a pioco of papor li! inchos long 
and 10 wida Cut out squares of 2>r! 
inchos from each of tho four cornors 
and carofully fold down tho projecting 
sidos, in order to mako thorn stand up 
evenly and smoothly when bont back 
and upright. Thread a largo noodle with 
silver cord, and laco up tho corners. Mako 
tho oovor a trifle larger than tho bot- 
tom and tho sidos an inoh in dopth. 
Laco tho corners and tio in long loops. 
Docorato tho box in water colors, and ou 
tho top print in fancy lottors, "Trifles 
Light as Air. " A littlo pad of china 
silk should bo mado to lay in tho bot- 
tom of tho box. This plentifully sprin- 
kled with sachot powder will givo tho 
veils a delicate perfume. — Modorn Pris- 
cilla. 



The Latest lionnets.

There was a moro than usually largo grist 
of businosa up at last night's oity oounoil 
meeting, and the conscquonoo was that it 
was lato before the adjournment took plaoo 
oven though a good niuny motionB were laid 
over. The full board was presont. 

Tho tramway company accepted tho city's 
terms regarding the roplankingof Rook Bay 
bridge and askod that tho work prooood 
immediately. Tho Btreots commlttoo wore 
given power to act. 

Au Invitation to tho Nanaimo Quaon'a 
Birthday colobration waa accopted with 
thanks. 

H. Callow, janitor of Victoria West 
Bchool.appliod for tho $50 reward for having 
secured the aonvictlon of a window broaker. 

Ald. Humphrey said that he presumed 
the city would havo to pay this roward, but 
the amount was too great and was really a 
premium for window breaking if an informor 
choso to patch up a job with some one to 
break windows. 

Ald. Macmillan agreed with this. 

The matter was referred to tho finance 
committee. 

An offer from C. W, Piper to supply 
wood at §2 20 a cord was roforred to tho 
eleotrio light committeo. 

Tho Trades and Libor Council wrote en- 
dorsing Aid. Macmillnn's idea of having tho 
filter beds constructed by day's labor, and 
petitioned tho council to that effect. Tho 
letter was filed. In another communication 
the Trades and Labor Council petitioned 
that the Gorgo road bridge bo built by day 
labor. 

Ald. McLellan wanted tho letter filed, 
while Aid. Macmillan In amendmont moved 
that tho letter be left over till tho tenders 
for building the bridge wero considered. 

Ald. McLuxan said ho would nob bo 
dictated to by u minority of tho pooplt-, com- 
posed of Tradoa and Labor Council. When 
a small body tried to dictate to this coun- 
cil he would stand up for the rights of the 
great body of tho people. 

Ald Macmillan maintained that tho 
communication of even one respectful peti- 
tioner should bo treated with ae muoh respect 
as any other. Ab a body the oounoil should 
not insult anyono who sent In a petition 
to Id. 

Ald. Wilson believed in contract work 
being the cheapest for tho city, and would 
support Aid. MacmilUn's motion. 

It did not seem to Aid. Bragg that it was 
a question of contract or day labor, but how 
to get the best results on business principles 
He would always vote for any method that 
would give the best value- for the money. 

Ald Hall, in view of tho plana having 
been prepared and the business so far ad 
vanced k would support the motion to file tho 
letter. 

The amendment was carried. 

R B. McMioklng Bent in hia resignation 
as oity electrician, on account of hia in 
ability to confine his whole attention to the 
work. Tho resignation would take effect 
on May 31. 

While moving tha acooptance of the re- 
signation, Aid. Bragg spoke in a most 
kindly way of Mr. MoMioklng and re- 
gretted losing his services. 

Tho resignation waa accopted. 

J. L. Raymur reported that tho trench 
for tho supply pipe at tho lake will bo com- 
menced to-day (Tuesday), a gang of nine 
men having boon sent out lor tho work un 
dor tho superintendence of J. Pope, the pipe 
to bo supplied by Thomas Shaw for $518 
The V. & S railway offered to placo tho 
telophono lino to tho luko on their poles for 
$60 and to keep it in order for $-10 por year, 
The report was adopted. 

The City Engineer and Assessor Bent in a 
report aa to tho property and amounts of 
asHeasmenta on tho linca of tho proposed 
street paving. 

Ald Macmillan thought tho question of 
whether or not th?re should bo a foundation 
of concroto should be decided. 

Ald. Hall said ho was about to ask tho 
Bame question. 

Ald. McLellan replied that after con- 
sulting authorities the committeo had decid- 
ed thut a sand foundation was the most suit 
able. Tho estimate had been mado upon 
that basis and ho would like to soo tho pro 
posed uBaossment go before tho pooplo and 
lot them aay whether they wanted it or not. 

Aid. Williams and Bragg favorod 
adopting tho report, so that tho work oould 
go ahead aa quickly as possible 

Ald. Macmillan, though in favor of 
wood paving, wanted a concroto founda- 
tion. 

To do as Aid. Macmillan wishod would, 
Aid. McLollan hold, put tho paving out of 
tho question altogether. 

Ald Wilson was opposed to a sand 
foundation and would vote against it. In 
Toronto it had been tried and found a fail- 
ure. 

Ald. CAMERON waa not inclined to ex-

To meet tho viewB of all parties, Aid. 
Bragg suggested that tho engineer ahoald 
get up ostimatoa of both sand and ODiiorote 
foundations and Bubmit them to tho pooplc. 

Ald McLellan withdrew tho roporb till 
next week. 

Tho oity assoBaor roportod the atsisament 
of the city for tho year as follows : Lmd, 
$13,15:5 S50; improvements, $1,825,285; 
total, $14 070,135 

The purohaib g »e f nb reported thab he 
had advertised lor 500 feet of hoao required 
by tho abreot committeo bub no tendora had 
been recoivod. The mattor was roforred 
back to tho purchaaing agent with inatruo- 
tions to purchaao tho hose. 

A report from M J. Conlin, BanUary 
officer, recommended tho employment! of 
throo men and a cart for clearing oub dltoheB, 
fixing up box draina and otherwise improv- 
ing the sanitary condition of tho city. 

This was generally commended, bub Aid. 
Humphrey, on behalf of tho streetB com- 
mittee, stated thab it waa unnecessary to 
put tho men under the Banitary officer. 'The 
Btreota oommitteo intended to set nine or 
ton men at work next month to Hush oub 
drains, and do other neceBsary work. 

Tho matter waa referrod to tho afreets 
oommibtee to nor. 

Tho oily librarian wrote : 

Gentlemen : -In view of the nob very 
creditable discussion with regard to tho ap- 
pointment of my successor — with a view to 
the restoring of harmony to your oounsola — 
1 beg to mako a propoeitiou. It is in rogard 
to tho additional hour a day. Let that bo 
from 9 to 10 o.m and, or porhapa hotter 
6:30 to 9:30 p.m., I in assuro tho council 
that those hours will bo much moro aocopt- 
ablo to tho gonoral publio than thoso pro- 
posed by the library committee. 

J as McGregor. 

Ald. Macmillan moved that the letter 
bo referrod buck to tho city librarian with 
the intimation thab tho council did not 
require any advioo. This waa declared 
carried. 

Tenders for polo work for eleatrio light 
completion wero received from Murray & 
Knight, Cunningham & Hinton, H. H. Mo- 
Donald, Goo. R. Smith, F. J. Dawley, John 
S. NeBbitt ; electrio circuit, Cunningham & 
Hinton. Referrod to tho olootrio light oom- 
mitbee to award. 

Tho ohurohwardons of St. John's church 
aaked that tho oity tako tho land required 
for straightening Herald stroot and forego 
the arroara of laxtb due by the ohuroh. 

The matter was referred to the city en- 
gineer and assessor to report. 

A petition signed by Spratt & Macaulay 
and 150 othors, including prominent firms 
on Government street* waa read asking thab 
tho hack eland on Government Btreot bo re- 
moved. 

Ib was decided to refer tho matter to a 
special committoe to bring in a by-law deal- 
ing with the subject. 

Thomas Earle and othor business firms 
petitioned againBt tho too striob construc- 
tion of thio streets obstruction by-law, ub on 
shipping dsya threo hours waa not enough 
to move the merchandise. They aiked that 
tho section do not apply to Yates street 
from Govornmcnt to Wharf and to all 
Wharf street. 

Ald Cameron while considering tho by 
law Bhould not be used to hamper business 
housoB moving goods, Btill thought tho law 
a good one and waa all right with proper 
discretion in lis exeoution. 

His Worship thought special instructions 
might ba given to aeo that ib was only ap- 
plied to what were permanent obatructiona. 

Tho matter was roferred to tho police 
oommiBBionera. 

The eleotrio light committeo roportod that 
the Wm Hamilton Company be advised that 
in eix weeks tho oity will bo ready to test 
the machinery. In view of the faob thab tho 
delay in not tho fault of the company, the 
committeo woro of the opinion that the city 
should pay for the services of tho engineer 
In oharge of the engino until that time. The 
report was adopted. 

Iho Bewerage committeo recommended 
that tho Pandora street drain now dlecharg
